Reform in Naturalization. 

The gross abuses practiced chiefly in this 
City and State in the matter of naturalizing 
persons of foreign birth are; we trust, about 
tp be stopped. The highest honor and privi- 
lege that a nation can confer upon a stranger 
is the investiture of citizenship. Hitherto, 
although Congress bas had power over nat- 
uralization, the. business has been practi- 
cally left to the several States, whose real 
or apparent needs have guided their action, 
and produced a mass of conflicting laws that 
leave the whole matter in chaos.
